wife suggested new window curtains j 


to his store book and proved to her 
that the old curtains hadn't beeu up 
but seven years, and that they ought 
to do for seven years more.

Engineering and 
shipbuilding circles in Europe and 
America are also unusually interested 
in the advent of the Cedric, says the 
New York Commercial Advertiser. 


The Cedric is the greatest triumph of 


the Belfast builders, Ilarland & Wulfl". 
The external dimensions of this ship 
are identical with those of the Celtic, 
but by reason of structural differences 
to provide increased passenger accoiu 
modation the gross tonnage of tbe for- 
mer vessel has been slightly increased. 
The Cedric is 700 feet iu extreme 
length, 75 feet in breadth, -19 1-3 feet 
deep, with gross tonnage 21,000 tons 
and displacement 38,200 tons. The pro- 
pelling machinery consists of two sets 
of quadruple expansion engines driv- 
ing twin propellers. There are eight 
double ended steel boilers capable of 
working to a pressure of 210 pounds to 
the square inch, and tbe vessel is de- 
signed to attain a speed of about sev- 
enteen knots at sea. She has nine 
decks, is built on the cellular double 
bottom principle and is so divided into 
numerous watertight compartments, 
exceeding all official requirements, that 
a maximum of security is obtained. 


The Cedric has accommodations for 


350 first saloon, 250 second saloon and 
aboai'2,000 third class passengers. Her 
crew will consist of 335 men, 92 of 
whom will be in tbe engine room. She 
has four masts and two funnels. The 
height of the funnels is 131 feet above 
the keel; their diameter is 14 feet 3 
inches by 11 feet The Cedric and Cel- 
tic, like their forerunner, the Cymric, 
are intended to cater for the large and 
increasing class of travelers who pre- 
fer to sail in a vessel of good moderate 
speed rather than in what is known as 
"a flier." The Cedric will have, iu ad- 
dition to the ordinary staterooms, suits 
consisting of bed, sitting and bath 
rooms, enabling those who can afford 
to pay for the privilege to enjoy all the 
privacy and comforts obtainable 'on 
shore. 
There are also single berth 


staterooms, a novelty first introduced 
in tbe Oceanic and Celtic. The first 
class dining saloon is a very handsome 
apartment. Situated on the upper deck, 
it extends the full width of the ship 
[75 feet) and has a seating capacity of 
340. 
The library is luxuriously fur- 


nished, and tlie smoking saloon is spa- 
cious and well appointed. The accom- 
modation for the second saloon passen- 
gers is aft, on the upper and bridge 
decks. It is excellent not only in re- 
gard to the bedrooms, baths and lava- 
tories, but the dining saloon, library 
and smoking room are exceptionally 
attractive and comfortable apartments. 


The ventilation throughout is effect- 


ed by a system of electric and steam 
fans, as well as by natural means. 
The thirdj, class passengers have large 
dining rooms, besides comfortably fur- 
nished sitting and smoking rooms. 
There are separate galleys or kitchens 
for all three classes of passengers, also

Do Not IIurn Off the Vcifetutlou. 
It Is an old custom to burn every 


thing we can on the farm. This is n 
great mistake. Every kind of rottiiu 
vegetable mutter is valuable. The de 
cayiug grass and stalks and l«»n\<jp o 
every sort help to furnish readily solu 
ble food for the next crop. They inak 
the best possible manure except th' 
animal mutter. 


But it is not alone for tbe wuiiuri 


that they are valuable. 
In rottinj, 


they create humus. Without humus 
our soils will not yield. Anything tha 
increases the humus iu the soil greatly 
increases the capacity of that soil to 
produce. 


For liiis reason we should carefully 


preserve and plow in every possible 
pound of vegetable matter. Whenevei 
you see a smoke on the farm you maj 
know that there goes part of thai 
farmer's money, literally "gone up ii 
smoke." 


Fire has done almost as much darn 


age to the farms as the water. Never 
burn anything that will rot. Anything 
that will burn will rot. Therefore uev 
er burn anything on the farm. 


It is true that sometimes a very 


heavy coat of grass poorly turned un- 
der and that too late in the season 
will cut off capillary action until it 
has time to rot. This sometimes causes 
a slight delay in the crop and gives 
some trouble in the work. For this 
reason many have decided that it pays 
to burn off the grass. It may seem 
to do so on the first crop, but so great 
is the benefit later on J:hat we can well 
afford to lose this little for the larger 
later gain. 


Keep the fires out of your farrn.-

Corn and Latitude. 


An immense amount of corn grown 


in the west last year was caught by 
the early frost and killed before tbe 
kernels hardened. That is why we see 
so much in the papers about "soft 
corn." One reason for this was that 
corn growers wanted to increase the 
size of the plant and sent too far south 
for seed. It will not do to plant 120 
day corn in a ninety day latitude. It 
may mature some seasons, but the 
chances are against it. In the far south 
we have the advantage that any sort 
of corn from any sort of climate will 
have all the time it wants for growing 
and maturing, and may then be har- 
vested iu time to plant small grain on 
the same land, thus growing a crop 
and a half in one year, and if the corn 
was preceded by a winter .growing 
crop it would be two full crops in 
twelve 
months.—Texas

Fighting Weeds. 


"Where the land is not in meadow or 


pasture, we get rid of the weeds by 
frequent' cultivation. 
When possible, 


before sowing or planting any crop it 
is best to. let the freshly plowed land 
lie long enough for the weed seeds to 
come up. We then run them over with 


strong harrow or weeder while the 


ground is dry and get rid of most of 
:hem. Other seeds still may germinate, 
but these are usually killed in culti- 
vating the crop or by mowing them off 
sefore the seeds ripen after the crop 
has been removed. It is the worst sort 
of policy to allow a large mass of 
.veeds to ripen seed and scatter broad- 
cast If they are annuals, of course 
they cannot come up the following 
ear without seed, and perenuials will 
lie if we keep them shorn of their 
eaves, and it is the same with sprouts.
